Tho above heading might suggest that w 
nermon of the tev. Wollbottnown, or of 
the Rev. Dr Duniowho, preached at 
Kuling this season, was tu bo retailed in & 
contracted form, foe the bonefit of Grillins 
and others who are doomed to “the plea- 
sures of tho plains,” Bur all such Grifing 
and. others most boar up under ‘their 
disappeintment, as they learn that the 
Kaling homily in quostion aa delivered 
alittle over, eight centurics ago, in the good 
old days of William Rufus ct England, Dun- 
can II of Scotland, wud 4 choice assortment 
of copper-coloured Préridonts of the Disuni- * 
ted States cf America, whore names are un 
fortunately (or fortuntately) unrecorded in 
history. ayy 

Tho preacher waa x Chinese goniaa, by 
namo Su Tuapg-po, which latter syllables 
signify Eastern Slopa,—s fancy namie he 
took from his residence (1072 onwards, for & 
few years) on one of the hills of Huangehou, 
about 4 hundred miles above Kiukiang. It 
was natural that he should seek fors hill 
that was higher than any in _the district of 
Buangehou and find. what he sought in 
Liishan (Hut Mounteiny tho real nume of 
the hill now crowned by the “ Tough-beof 
Pais "which every sinologue will agreeto 
ben fair tranelation of the magic syllables 
* Kuling.” ; 

It is more than probable that, disdaining 
ay regolar lines of boats between Shanghai 
and Hankow, ho “paddled his owncanoe,’ 
at any rate by proxy, to reach Kiviiang, 
Whether be found a “' pestshouse” at the

foot, and whethor there was any ‘coolia- 
struggle for the honour of carrying his- 
illustztous person up the hill, we know not.

Bot bis stay at “ Kuling » 
was made memorable by a couplet in a 
poem, much quoted by hie countrymen to 
this day :

He was, hnwover, an eosay-writer a8 wall 
as poet, and rome of the moat iNuminative 
comments upon the history of Ohina oro 
from his pen.

whut may, With puaticlicence, bo called his 
Koling Homily. 

‘The founder of the Chou Dynasty, Wo 
Wany, (1192 B. C.).bad his capital at or” 
{ near the modem Heian in Shonsi province, 
but made Loyang in Honan the city, where 
somo aneiont, tripods apd other valuables 
were deposited, ‘and at tho latter city he 
held state recoptiona for the various princes 
of the States, as it was moro central than 
tho capital itself. :; nitinol 

Genius; in. governments however, is: 
not slwsys hereditary, Tho founders 
of dynastica were mon puraed in hardship; 
thoir euccessora mon brodght up in ‘palatial 
loxury., The first two or. three spvercigos 
of each dynasty generally managed to hold. 
their own, but Ister ones often tuened ont 
to bo emasculated specimens of humanity, 
of whom various noblos, or the out-lying 
tribes took advantage. In eome canes they 
were lovers of certain fair women rather 
than rulera.of the realm, ‘This was, the ° 
casa with Ya Wang (781-771), who was 
fairly bowitched by o cortain girl. He 
deposed his empress and her son in 
favour of this girt and hor son,” sending the 
formor beir-apparent into bonishment. But 
the young ‘lady who-had imide .him her 
willing slave, grow melancholy in the midat 
of her grandour, and refused to smile. 
Various devices wore tried, without result, 
until a Jorge reward wos offercd for any 
method. which would coax her into morc, 
tment.

certainly hud the desired offect, A telegraph 
aystent of beacon fires had becn arranged 
nf old to suinmion the princes of the 
eeveral States whenever the capital was 
endangered by barbarian raid. And 
no, a8 thoes gentry had been attending to 
their own business fur some time, and 
everything was ptaceful. the beacon: firec 
were lit in joke. Up came tho princes and 
their troops, in hot haste, from wll quarcora, 
to be told’ that it was very kind of thom to 
take ro much trouble, that nothing whatover 
was wrong, and it was hoped thoy 
would have a pleasant journey back. 
They looked om grim at being boaxed 
that “the woman burat out laughing.” 
ft wae a fina practiosl joke, carried out 
regardless of expenve—and consequences ; 
In order to make his favourite permanently 
happy, the emperor sont trope to attack 
the city where his first-b rn had taken 
rofago; or at least prepared ta dv ev, when 
the ruler of that little States thought 
he would forestall him By calling in 
the barbariana to attack the capital. 
Thoy knew tht the beacon-tire signals 
would be ineffsetive. The capital was 
taken, together with the emperor, bis 
favourite and their son. Then it was found 
easier to ca{l in barbarians than to get them 
to depart, That required the combined 
efforts of several armics. ‘But at leagth it 
wan accomplished, 

And pow comes the episode in’ hirtory 
upon which Su -Tung-po moralisns, To 
hold che western cxpfial would be +» brace 
the energies fur a tank af strenuona activity; 
to ebandan it for the more contral 
city in Honan would be a gain of 
present recurity nud ense, The young 
enfperar waa sated at the former en- 
terprioa, and chako the latter, handing 
over tha wustern torritery to the prince of 
Chiu, And thus, in vourse of tine royalty 
decamo a panantity, and Ch'in oventually 
hee-mo China, ewailwing up all the ancient 
States, 

Perhaps thy facts epenk xo cloarly for 
thomeelv-a that the “tev,” itself is 
aufBciont ‘hoaily.’ But Su Tang-po 
enlarges upon it, likening it to a yourh 
golling the wneestral Statea for » trifle.

THE OPIUM TRADE. 

Tue Memorial to the Governor, which 
we published a fow evenings sincé, 
signed by the varions clergy of tho 
Colony, on tho question of the contro! 
of the opium mopopoly in Hongkong 
ig characterized by moderation, and 
doubtless Jays its finger on a weak apot 
in the present management. After a 
cortain deduction is made from the 
extreme statements of the rabid anti- 
opivenists, every thinking man and 
cloxe observer of the fucts is convinced 
that indulgence in opium effects no 
good, ‘that, st beast, it but satisfies a 
created taste; that in other cusos it 
works pitiable havoe with individuals, 
and brings péverty to many families 
and homes. The syste which pro- 
vaile in Hongkoug, whilst it entails tho 


minimum of labour on the Government, 


taken into account, is certainly mot 
planned to discourage the use of 
opiim, but rather to encournge it. 
The buyer who, as a speculation, 
secures the opium monupoly, for a num- 
ber of years--aay three—pays & large 
sum for it, and must naturally seek 
by all logitimats means to increase 
the salo of the drug in order firet 
of all to recoup himself, , and then to 
secure a profil. , He therofora is ox- 
posed to the temptation, open to 
all who sock to make money rapidly, 
of planning every Inwful oxpedicnt in 
order to increase the sales. Tho result 
is precisely the opposite to what the Go- 
vernment ehould aim at, unless it hae 
Defore it .but ono goal, te. the filling 
of tho Treasury.” Wo have remarked 
that tho erguments of the memorial 
have been stated with rostraint and 
they: seem to be cogent and not to be

The 
addition of 4 few thousand cultivated cholera 
or typhoid germs toa tumbler full of pure 
Tytam water could not be detected oither 
by the appearance of the water or by an 
analysis of it, Tho analyst declares 5 wator 
potable that is virtually free from organic 
qistter. The prosence of organic mattor is 
not always harmful although it may casily 
become ao, and sffurd farcurnble anviron- 
ment for harmful bacilli. 

Mr Lau Chu Pak—Ie this water used 
for drinking purposes’? If not the well 
should not be closed as the people ore still 
suffering for the want of water. Some of 
them do not get eoough evon for culinary 
purposes. 

The President—Both examinations sro 
necessary to enable 4 medical man to forma 
correct estimate of the water for potable 
purposes, ae 

The Hon. Mr Howett—If an analpsia of 
wator does not discover possible gorma the 
Government analyst should nut be asked to 
xeport when the result may be that he 
declares water fit for potable purpose whilo, 
a bactoriological test proves it to be unfit
